For the theft of one cow and calf beionging to 
member Billy Newell of Wilson, Okla., Dan D. Chit- 
wood went to trial Sept. 20, 1960, before District 
Judge Monroe, Marietta, Okla., and on a verdict of 
guilty was assessed a sentence of three years in 
prison. County Attorney V. C. Nelson of Marietta 
prosecuted the case. 

Those who developed the evidence resulting in 
conviction were: Clyde McGill and J. C. Nelson, Coun- 
ty Attorneys, and Texas and Southwestern Cattle 
Raisers Association Inspector Marvin Turner.

Cattle Numbers in for Further Expansion — 
Plans to Change U. S. Beef Grades Rolling 


Cattle numbers are in for further expansion in 1°61, 
as private and government forecasters we've talked 
to see it. 

This means USDA has taken a count around the 
country for the basic data. Add lower feed-grain 
prices to this and a cattle cycle which hasn't reached 
the peak of its upward swing yet and it looks like 
the forecasters know what they are talking about. 

A new record of 105 million head of cattle and 
calves on farms and ranches the coming Jan. 1 will 
be set, as USDA sees it. This is an increase of nearly 
four million head over numbers last Jan. 1 and a 
jump of 12 per cent over the low point of 93.4 mil- 
lion on hand Jan. 1, 1958. 

Expansion has also been at a faster rate than 
the previous year, reversing earlier expectations that 
expansion would slow down this year after the big 
hike in numbers on hand at the start of this year. 

It would take widespread drouth to halt the rise 
in cattle numbers, despite the drop in average prices 
to beef cattlemen from the recent peak of $24.40 in 
May, 1959, to $16.60 this past August. 

Prices eventually will reach a low point unfavorable 
to further expansion, of course. But cattle cycle 
specialists seem less certain of when that will 
when 1961 


be 
than they were earlier this vear, was 
pegged as the turning point. 
But next vear could still 
Expansion has already brought on cyclical increases 
in slaughter. Perhaps, as numbers of marketers sug- 
gest, the best rule to use currently in determining 
whether to cut back on numbers is whether a larger 
gross profit is making up for lower unit profit. 
The extent to which price covers costs plus a 
reasonable profit, whether in a larger gross or not, 
has additional merit in view of discussions now go- 
ing on between USDA and the U. S. Census Bureau 
over methods of estimating cattle numbers. 
Early estimates by the Census Bureau 
that it will finally come out with a total count of 
cattle numbers somewhat under the USDA estimate. 
The two agencies are expected to get together on a 
final count to be issued some time next February. 
The cattle producer, however, may already have 
started curbing expansion without further urging 
the Preliminary estimates of Au-

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Plans to take some of the fat out of the U. S. beef 
grades are rolling, according to field reports received 
in Washington. Western meat packers, who are lead- 
ing the drive for a change, are finding wide support 
for their proposals among other packers. Where cat- 
tlemen, as a group, stand on the proposals has yet 
to be determined. 

USDA is staying out of the picture in the mean- 
time, leaving it up to the producers and packers, 
who will have to well nigh present a united front 
before the agency will take another chance on the 
type of now-you-see-it, now-you-don’t situation that 
prevailed when lamb grades were first off, then on 
again, then finally modified. 

Since the lamb-grading fiasco, USDA has been 
leery of outside industry claims to knowledge about 
consumer preferences and what is good for the ani- 
mal producer. Both consumers and producers stormed 
in on the agency on that occasion, to save the lamb 
grades. 

The argument for changing the beef grades is 
similar to that made for an elimination or change 
in the lamb grades—the consumer wants less fat. 
The consumer won't be heard from on the beef grade 
proposals until, and. unless, they are proposed in 
final form in the Federal Register or are invited to 
make comments while the proposals are under review.

For the producer, less fat in the grades would 
in some cases mean lighter animals and in others a 
higher grade for meat that otherwise would receive 
a lower grade. 


Beef tongue and “similar products,” presumably 
chipped beef or any other smoked beef product, are 
among the list of smoked pork products the meat 
packers want exempted from some of the federal 
meat inspection requirements, according to a little 
understood announcement in the Federal Register of 
Sept. 20. 

For the time being, USDA says the chief target 
of the review is a regulation requiring that smoked 
meats weigh no more after curing than they did un- 
cured. In the case of smoked hams, if the restric- 
tion were lifted the producer could wind up losing 
a one-pound sale for every five pounds the consumer 
thought he was buying. The extra pound would be 
plain water. The weight of larger meat units can 
easily be inflated that much by excess water. 

Marketing specialists point out that lifting the 
restriction mean that smoked meats of. all 
kinds, including beef, would be affected, not just 
hams. For the producer it would mean that every 
dollar the consumer spent for water is a dollar that 
the producer would get if all the product were meat, 
not just 85 or 80 per cent of it.

Estimates of expenses are based on 
research results and other reliable infor- 
mation for the Central and East Texas 
areas. Included in these expense items 
are interest on investments, depreciation, 
taxes and other expenses. The estimated 
annual expenses amount to about 
$13,000 

Income is estimated on the basis of 
selling the calf crop, minus replacement 
heifers, plus cull cows and bulls. Calf- 
crop percentages of 85 and 75 per cent 
and calf weights of 400 and 500 pounds 
are used for comparative purposes in 
determining income. The estimated in- 
come is about $15,500 on an 85 per cent 
calf crop. 

As previously stated, estimated labor-

are fixed costs which do not vary with 
the per cent calf crop, moderate changes 
sharply affect profits. For example, if 
the calf crop is 76 per cent instead of 
85 per cent, the labor-management re- 
turn drops by two-thirds, from $2,500 
to $800. 

It is significant to observe the effect 
of heavier calves on net profit. Under 
present conditions, it is estimated that 
the added cost of producing 500-pound 
calves, in contrast to 400-pound calves, 
is $18. The added cost is a good invest- 
ment, however, since labor-management 
income is increased from $2,500 to $2,965 
with an 85 per cent calf crop. 

With a 75 per cent calf crop, the added 
is still a good investment, labor- 
management income being increased 
from $800 to $1,236.

Summary 

This guide indicates the importance 
of good husbandry and management in 
a beef operation. The best management 
job can be done when good records are 
available for analysis of the calf weights, 
per cent calf crop, costs and returns. 
Records assist not only in analyzing 
these items, but also in future income 
tax management, planning general use 
of money to get the maximum profit 
and similar management procedures. 

Your local county agricultural agent 
can assist you in analyzing your oper- 
ation. (An explanation of the cost and 
return items used in the guide is given 
at the conclusion.) 

Investment is based on fair market 
values and is the capital requirement 
for this beef operation. The investment 
per mother cow is $605 per cow in this 
estimate. It will vary in individual oper- 
ations.

These men had not fame in mind when 
they started their ideas into motion, 
they were mindful only of their immedi 
ate problem. Little did they realize that 
what they did would be one of the great 
est advancements of their or any other, 
day. Two reasons stand out as the cause 
for the first cattle trail, the need for 
meat in the northern states and the great 
abundance of beef cattle in the lower 
regions of the State of Texas. These two 
facts were not unknown to the general 
public of the South or the North, but 
a way to bring the two into balance 
seemed unattainable. One man had the 
foresight to do something about the ex- 
isting situation. This man was Crocket 
Cardwell of DeWitt County, Texas. 

Crocket Cardwell was faced with a 
problem himself, that of finding a man 
who could carry out his idea and turn 
it into a reality. He found this man in 
the person of Thornton Chisholm, 

It is only fitting that we pause here 
for a brief history of Thornton Chisholm 
so as to know the type of person he was. 

Thornton Chisholm was the son of 
Richard H. Chisholm. Richard H. Chis- 
holm and his brother, Richard A., and 
their sister, Lourena, and the wife of 
tichard H., formerly Miss Hardeney Tay- 
lor, were among the early settlers of 
Texas. The Chisholm brothers and their 
sister migrated from Scotland to Vir 
ginia, then to Texas. 

In 1828, Richard H. Chisholm was ad- 
mitted by Empressario Green DeWitt to 
settle the lands of his colony in accord- 


county. 

Thornton married Jane P. Fore on 
the 27th day of May, 1852, in DeWitt 
County, Texas. They had six children 
George Langford, Jessie, Effie, Cora, 
Annie and Daniel Fore 

In preparation for this drive, Crocket 
Cardwell sent buyers all over the state 
to buy cattle. Although there were many 
cattle ranches in his immediate area, 
it was necessary to travel far to obtain 
the great number of one type of cattle 
that would make the long drive. The 
cattle had to be of a type that could 
withstand the hardships of a drive across 
several hundred miles of weather-torn 
and sometimes waterless country which 
stretched from the DeWitt county start 
ing point to the nearest railhead at St 
Joseph, Mo 


Drive Started April 1, 1866 
On the first day of April, 1866, with 
the coming of first light, at Cardwell 


Thornton Dudley Chisholm 
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Flats, about four miles north of the 
present-day townsite of Cuero, 1800 head 
of the toughest Texas Longhorns were 
started moving. Amidat the smell of 
smoldering campfires and coffee, the 
cowboys gave their first yell of the fa- 
mous movement. The 1800 cattle were 
moved in two herds of 900 head each, 
and Chisholm selected Dave Augustine 
to have charge of one and Frank White 
to nave charge of the other. Who can 
say what was in the mind of each of 
the 30 men in that group as they looked 
in awe over the vast sea of moving 
cattle? No one can be sure what were 
the thoughts of each individual. but one 
safely say that in each man there 
something more than mere determi 
nation. There was a courage unmatched, 
for without this their goal could not 
have been achieved. We can only imag 
ine the expression on Thornton Chis 
holm's face as he looked over that mass 
of animals and the men with him. How 
many times did he glance back and won 
der if any of them would see this land 
again? What were the thoughts of Pleas 
Smith, a Negro, who was the cook for 
that trip? He couldn't have known that 
was destined to make seven trips in 
ip the trail. We can only guess how 
many great men have accepted the food 
that he prepared on those many trips 
over the miles of hardship. How many 
of these men knew they were on their 
way to make history, men like Jack 
Lowe, Gus Guilminot, Gene Guilminot, 
Eli Newman, Joe Newman, Pack Augus 
tine, G. M. (Tip) Alexander, Jim Hickey, 
Bigham White, Doly Davis, Cruse, and 
others? The people along the way must 
have seen quite a sight as those two herds 
made their way north, as they stood and 
watched cattle pass for hours on end, 
and the drone of hooves, which could be 
heard for miles, must have sent many 
a mother to quiet her frightened chil 
dren 
Seven Months and Ten Days 

The drive, as near as it can be traced 
today, went by way of Gonzales, San 
Marcos, Austin, Round Rock, George- 
town, Gatesville, Glen Rose, Mineral 
Wells, Graham, Olney, Seymour, Ver- 
non, across the Pease River and on to 
Red River Crossing. By crossing the 
river they went into Oklahoma and on 
by way of Frederick, Lawton, Anadarko, 
Chickasha, Blanchard, Norman, Okla- 
homa City, Chandler, Bristow, Sapulpa, 
Tulsa, and Collinsville, then into Kansas, 
through Talala, Parsons, and Topeka, 
and on to St Joseph, Mo. This was called 
the Western Trail. The towns are listed 
as they are on the map today. Most of 
these places mentioned here were not 
even towns at the time this drive took 
place, but were mere water holes or 
the sites of stores where supplies could 
be obtained. It took these men seven 
months and ten days to make this first 
drive. 

The following is an excerpt from an 
original paper prepared by George L. 
(Top) Chisholm, before his death in 
1938. He was a son of Thornton Chis- 
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Crocket Cardwell 


Crocket Cardwell, the owner of 
the two herds of longhorn steers 
of 900 head each, which Thornton 
Chisholm “trail bossed” on the 
first cattle drive 
north, in 1866, 
was a business 
man, cattleman, 
plantation own- 
er and mer- 
chant. He was 
truly a pioneer. 

Born Jan. 20, 
1812, near Mce- 
Afee in Mercer 
County, Ky., he 
came to Texas 
in 1833, at the 
age of 21 years, and joined Green 
DeWitt’s Colony. His father, Ma- 
jor Jack Cardwell, was of English 
stock and a Kentucky pioneer, who 
fought the British under Andrew 

Jackson at New 
Orleans the year 
Crocket was

born. 
When DeWitt 
county was or- 
ganized and its 
first officers 
elected, July 13, 
1846, Crocket 
Cardwell _ be- 
came one of the 
Ann Eliza Cardwell ©OUNtY commis- 

sioners, and the 
old town of Clinton, near Chis- 
holm’s ferry, on the west side of 
the Guadalupe River, became the 
county seat, which remained there 
until transferred to Cuero in 1877. 
It is of record that Cardwell was 
still one of the county commis- 
sioners at the close of the Civil 
War, when the court met at the 
courthouse in Clinton, Sept. 1, 1865, 
under the provisional government 
of the State of Texas. He was in- 


terested and active in public af- 
fairs as well as in numerous pri- 
vate enterprises. 

Crocket Cardwell was one of the 
earliest merchants in Texas and 
owned and operated several gen- 
eral merchandise stores—one at 
old Indianola, one at Port Lavaca, 
one at Hallettsville and the home 
store on the Cardwell plantation, 
four miles north of Cuero, on the 
east side of the Guadalupe River. 
The last named property, which 
was purchased by Cardwell, Sept. 
28, 1849, from Captain Daniel 
Boone Friar, was the original Friar 
grant. Here, for 25 years there- 
after, were maintained the Card- 
well home, store, first post office 
in that area, tavern and stage 
coach stop on the route between 
Indianola and San Antonio. The 
plantation was operated with slaves 
who did much of the other work 
and who remained with and were 
loyal to the Cardwell family for 
many years following the war. The 
coming of the railroad to Cuero, 
in 1873, changed the situation and 
put an end tc the store and the 
stage coach business, though the 
home was continued there until 
1895, when the family moved into 
Cuero. 

The ownership and operation of 
the store chain, one of the earliest 
in Texas, covered a long and in- 
teresting period in the life of 
Crocket Cardwell. He made regu- 
lar trips to New York, Cincinnati 
and other eastern markets to buy 
goods, which were shipped to Texas 
by boat via both the Atlantic 
Coast-Gulf of Mexico route and the 
Mississippi River-Gulf of Mexico 
route. The goods were unloaded at 
Texas ports, particularly Indianola 
and Port Lavaca, and then that 
portion for the inland stores was

G. M. (Tip) Alexander

shall, Feb. 7, 1867. They were high- 
ly honored citizens of that county 
and made their home for the rest 
of their lives on the plantation 
just north of Cuero, where Mrs. 
Alexander was born, Feb. 26, 1847. 
Both died there, he at the age of 
90 years, March 21, 1930, and she 
at the age of 95 years, Nov. 1, 
1942. 

There were ten children born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Alexander, four of 
whom survive. These are two sons, 
Ben and Blake Alexander of Cuero; 
another son, Aaron Alexander of 
Beeville, and a daughter, Mrs. An- 
nie Dunn Murphree of Cuero.

“I started up the Chisholm Trail in 
1879 with Johnny Bell’s cattle. Bell and 
D. Wofford were partners. They had two 
herds on the trail.

The wife of Crocket Cardwell 
was an earlier Texas pioneer than 
was he and preceded him to Texas 
by four years. She was born Ann 
Eliza White at Elizabethtown, N. 
C., Oct. 23, 1824. Her parents were 
Thomas and Dianna Wilkerson 
White. The White family, which 
included the father, the mother, 
the one daughter, Ann Eliza, and 
four sons, Bigham, John, Thomas 
and Frank, started to Texas in a 
covered wagon in the late ‘twen- 
ties. The father died en route, in 
the State of Alabama. The mother 
and her five children continued 
their journey, and in 1829 joined 
Stephen F. Austin’s Colony at 
Washington-on-the-Brazos. The 
widowed mother later married 
James J. Tumlinson, and the fam- 
ily moved to Gonzales where the 
children received most of their 
education, and where, in 1846, Ann 
Eliza was married to Crocket Card- 
well. 

Two of the men who accompa- 
nied Thornton Chisholm on that 
historic drive in 1866 were broth- 
ers of Mrs. Cardwell. They were 
Bigham and Frank White. 

Two children were born to the 
Cardwells. The older, John Wil- 
liam, died when he was eight years 
of age. Their daughter, Mary Evie 
Cardwell, was born Dec. 23, 1855, 
and became the wife of Arthur 
3urns, member of another pioneer 
family of DeWitt county, himself 
a cowman and trail driver. He 
took a herd “up the trail” every 
year from 1880 to 1886, and one 
year during this period to the 
State of Wyoming. Both long since 
deceased, they were the parents 
of grandchildren of Crocket and 
Ann Eliza Cardwell, as follows: 

Mrs. J. W. Haak and Mrs. Evie 
B. Lockart of Cuero; D. Burns of 
Pitchfork Ranch, Guthrie, Texas; 
Dr. A. C. Burns, Cleburne, Texas, 
and John C. Burns of Fort Worth. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Cardwell lived 
to well advanced ages. He died 
Sept. 2, 1891, at almost 80 years 
of age, and she March 16, 1914, 
in her ninetieth year.

ized Wheeler county. All ranch supplies 
were bought in Mobeetie and freighted 
overland to the headquarters and the 
ranch mail came to the Mobeetie Post 
Office. 

Dan Cole trailed the first herd of 
J-Buckle cattle to the ranch from Scurry 
county. When things began to run 
smoothly, he returned to Albany, Texas, 
to bring his wife and small daughter to 
the J-Buckle to make their home. Also 
in the family were two young ladies, 
orphan girls whom the Coles had reared. 
The J-Buckle soon became an attractive 
place. In the Panhandle at that time, 
young ladies were like Angel’s visits, few 
and far between. Cowboys would ride 
miles out of their way, just to get a look 
at a girl. 

When Powers first started ranching i: 
the Panhandle, he owned cattle with 
John Beal. Beal trailed these cattle to 
the J-Buckle. When he arrived at the 
ranch, he had a young Negro man with 
him.

Ultrasonic Techniques 


According to Dr. Morrow, one of the 
major concerns of the livestock industry 
today is the selection of desirable breed 
ing animals having good fleshing qual- 
ities with a high yield of usable meat. 
This is not only a problem to the live- 
stock producer but to the packing in- 
dustry as well. One of the programs at 
S. A. 1. involves the use of ultrasonic 
high frequency sound waves—to deter 
mine the fleshing qualities of live beef 
animals. Dr. Charles L. Shrewsbury, ani- 
nutritionist at S. A. L, has done 
basic research in this field. 

Under the direction of Dr. 
staff scientists at S. A. I. have been 
instrumental in developing new ultra 
sonic equipment and techniques and are 
now able to determine with an accuracy 
of 92 per cent, the amount of fat and 
lean in a live beef animal. This method 
is immediately usable in selecting breed 
ing stock with fleshing

Other livestock studies include various 
basic and applied projects on dwarfism 
and animal breeding, as well as nutrition 
studies. Nutrition research is directed 
toward the use of stimulants for the 
rumen bacteria. The objective of this 
project is to increase utilization and 
digestion of low quality roughage feeds. 
It has been found that the use of bac- 
terial stimulants can increase the effi- 
ciency of weight gain in livestock.

Research With Essar Herd 


In order to further intensify the live- 
stock research program and other 
studies, S. A. I. recently acquired the 
Essar ranch herd of registered Angus. 
The Essar herd, under the management 
of Les Ljungdahl, has become nationally 
famous in the field of performance and 
progeny testing. Essar ranch will con- 
tinue to be operated from its headquar- 
ters unit in San Antonio and Ljungdahl 
will continue as manager of the ranch 
operation. With this top quality herd of 
cattle and ranch facilities, it will be pos- 
sible for the S. A. |. staff to carry on a 
research and ranch program which will 
benefit the cattleman. Dr. Morrow em- 
phasized that their animal study pro- 
gram will not be confined to projects to 
benefit the Angus breed, but will en- 
compass an over-all program aimed at 
serving the entire ranching and live- 
stock industry. 

The 


restoration of grasses to the 


rangelands of the Southwest, which are 
today dominated by brush, is one of the 
more important programs of S. A. I. 
Dave Foster, Senior Agronomist at S. 
A. I. is nationally known for his out- 
standing work in developing usable 
strains of native and introduced grasses, 
and is concentrating on the development 
of new drouth-resistant plants to be 
utilized in revegetating denuded ranch- 
lands. Much progress has been made in 
this field and through the efforts of 
Dave Foster and Dr. Morrow more than 
a dozen strains of grasses have been 
developed and are in current usage. In 
order that these studies may be expand- 
ed, a greenhouse in conjunction with 
adjacent special laboratories is planned 
for the near future. 

Brush control techniques, including 
mechanical and chemical, are being 
studied at various locations throughout 
the Southwest to determine the most 
efficient and economical methods. The 
Institute is also engaged in a continuing 
economic study of the cost of brush con- 
trol practices. An outstanding develop- 
ment in this field has been the develop- 
ment of a special spray system for dis- 
persing brush-killing chemicals. 

The study of soil and water conserva- 
tion and control of runoff and waste 
water is a very important phase of the 
S. A. I. program, and one in which much 
has been learned through practical ex- 
periments.

HE past half century has seen 
tremendous changes in the beef 
industry, but the shift to the 


slaughter of younger animals of lighter 
weights has perhaps had one of the 
greatest impacts on breeders and pro- 
ducers. Reasons for this shift include 
consumer preference for lean, tender cuts 
of beef and the retailer’s resistance to 
heavy trim and special fabrication re- 
quired of older and fatter cattle. If this 
trend continues, we may expect to see 
some further increases in beef cow num- 
bers, but we are also likely to see much 
greater stress put on improved effici- 
ency of individual females in beef: cow 
herds. 

The maternal traits which 
given most consideration are: (1) repro- 
ductive regularity, (2) mothering ability, 
and (3) length of 
productive life. Not 
will purebred 
and commercial 
breeders need to 
stress these traits in 
their breeding and 
selection programs 
to improve, where 
possible, the inher- 
ent ability of their 
herds in these traits, 
but they must learn 
how to develop re- 
placement females and how to feed and 
manage producing cows for maximum 
and/or most efficient performance in 
each of the maternal traits. 

Tremendous Herd-to-Herd Variation 

When one has access to records of 
performance of beef cows in different 
herds from different areas, he is struck 
by the tremendous herd-to-herd variation 
within and between different areas of

the United States. These differences are 
often construed to be either whoily gene- 
tic or non-genetic in origin, when in fact, 
they may be due to both. That environ- 
mental factors are very important in 
reproductive performance is brought out 
forcefully in a recent Colorado Experi- 
ment station publication reporting yearly 
differences in calf crop percentage in a 
single herd over a 12-year period. The 
range was from 74 to 94 per cent. An- 
other herd, reported in the same publica- 
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tion, over a six-year period raised calf 
crops ranging from 63 to 87 per cent. 
These differences are extremely impor- 
tant, economically, and our studies indi- 
cate that most of the variation in this 
trait is controlled by non-hereditary fac- 
tors. This means that efforts to improve 
the performance of beef cattle in these 
traits should properly be directed at im- 
proving nutrient status, herd health, 
breeding management, or some other en- 
vironmental factors affecting reproduc- 
tion. This does not rule out the possibil- 
ity that the trait might be improved by 
such breeding methods as crossing of 
different lines or breeds to get hybrid 
vigor in the cross females. 

Calf weaning weights, likewise, are 
known to vary widely from herd to herd 
and from year to year in the same herd. 
Seasonal differences are widely recog- 
nized by practical cattlemen. A report by 
the Virginia station indicated that calves 
dropped from mid-March to late May 
gained more rapidly to weaning than 
those dropped in other seasons. Studies 
at Arkansas indicated seasonal differ- 
ences in lactation of beef cows were as- 
sociated with seasonal differences in 
growth rates of calves as was to be ex- 
pected. It is certain that the optimum 
time of the year for calving will vary 
widely over an area as vast and as varied 
as the beef producing areas of the United 
States, and each rancher must be able 
to determine this time for his own opera 
tion. 


Effects of Supplemental Feeding 


Numerous studies have been conducted 
on the effects of supplemental feeding 
beef during the suckling period 
upon calf weaning weights.

Most nutritional studies have been de 
signed to study the immediate response 
of individuals to rations which differ in 
amount or in source of some nutrient 
For example, studies reported above were 
to determine the effect of supplemental 
feeding of lactating cows upon the gains 
of their suckling calves. Although it was 
supposed that nutrient intake of heifers 
during their development, or of cows 
during their “dry” period, might affect 
subsequent performance of these cattl 
during the suckling period, not much 
experimental evidence has been obtained 
in this field. A very good review of these 
studies was given in the 1959 Cornel! 
Nutrition Conference. 

In 1948 a long-time study of the effect 
of different amounts of winter suppl 
mental feed on the lifetime performance 
of spring-calving beef cows was begun 
at the Oklahoma Agricultural Experi 
ment Station located at Ft. Reno. Tabl 
II summerizes the results through 195% 
The cows in this study had access t 
native bluestem pastures throughout the 
year and were given three different 
levels of supplemental feed during the 
five-month winter period while the gras« 
was dry. Some very interesting and 
somewhat surprising results were 
tained in this study. The most striking 
differences noted involved calf-crop per 
centages and longevity of productior 
(traits known to have low heritability) 
Cows were culled when they failed to 
raise a calf for two consecutive years 
or when they had to be removed for dis 
They were not selected for pro 
duction otherwise. Note the high survival! 
rates of the cows fed the lower level (27 
out of than that of on the 
medium and high levels.

Although the 
amount of data is quite limited, it ap 
pears from results to date that the new 
low-level is detrimental to the weaning 
weights of calves from these heifers 
calving at two years of age and that the 
very high level is detrimental to calf 
crop percentage. The more moderate, in 
termediate, levels have been more satis 
factory to date. The same general ob 
servations were reported by Oklahoma 
State for comparable treatments of 
identical twin heifers fed low and high 
energy levels, and lactation has likewise 
been depressed in the very fat twins of 
several pairs 
Moderate Feeding Preferable 

The importance of developing replace 
ment females properly for maternal 
traits was noted as a by-product of 
breeding project at the Ft. Reno station 
where the heifers were being put through 
t post-weaning feed-lot test to measure 
growth rate of heifers from 7 to 12 
months of age. Ninty-seven heifers 
iropped during 1953, 1954 and 1955 
which were full-fed for 5 months follow 
ing weaning, and 70 heifers of the same 
breeding dropped in 1956 and 1957 which 
were fed on pasture for moderate gain, 
reached breeding herds. The full fed 
heifers weighed 823 pounds when they 
were first exposed to a bull and the 
heifers on the lower level of wintering 
weighed 643 pounds at the time they 
were first bred (approximately 15 
months). The reproductive performance 
ind weaning weights of calves produced 
by the high level heifers were inferior 
to the more moderately fed group. The 
1956 and 1957 heifers had an 11 per cent 
higher calf crop percentage weaned and 
the average 210 day calf weights of these 
heifers were 75 to 80 pounds heavier on 
their first and second calves than those 
produced in comparable seasons by their 
more highly fed sisters. As 2-year-olds 
the more moderately fed groups weaned 
calves as heavy as their 4- or 5-year-old 

isters which had been full fed as wean 
ling calves prior to breeding. 

From the foregoing, it is apparent 
that we need to know how to develop and 
handle replacement females if we expect 
to get optimum performance from them 
as brood cows. It is obvious also that this 
knowledge is not yet available, but per 
haps what has been observed may lead 
to some well-deserved study and _ re- 
appraisal of our current thought. If the 
beef cattle enterprise is to continue to 
furnish lean tender beef to the consumer 
at competitive prices and still be profit- 
able to the producer, it is necessary that 
everything possible be done to improve 
the efficiency » of the brood cow.

Estimated Expenses 

Item 1.—The 4 per cent 
investment in land charges is based on a 
reasonable return to an investment other 
than land. Land charges may be 
based on a fair rental charge and shown 
as an expense. 

Note Recent research indicates that 
land values have increased at the rate 
of about 4 per cent the last 25 years 
in the East Texas area. No assumption 
or estimate is made to offset this in 
this guide. 

Item 2.—Interest charge on the cattle 
investment is based on 6 per cent of the 
riginal investment. It is realized mar 
ket value and may increase or decrease 
this value.

Items 3, 4, 5 and 6.—These interest 
charges are based on 6 per cent of one- 
half the original value over the useful 
life. It is assumed that the money in-

Note: In determining capital invest- 
ment charges in a regular record book 
system, add the beginning and ending 
inventories and divide by two to deter- 
mine the capital investment for the year 
Then multiply by the applicable interest 
rate to determine the interest charge.

Treatment of “actino” is variable by 
necessity. Not all cases respond alike 
because of intensity, tissue location, 
blood supply, mixed infections, individual 
tolerance, etc. The organisms involved 
are listed in the books as sensitive to 
iodine. Basically true initial treatment 
with internal iodides are complemented 
by antibiotics. In those herd lesions 
streptomycin injections are _ helpful 
Sulfas may be the drug of choice in the 
pregnant patient infected with “actino.” 
Weight loss because of the disease may 
be less if successful treatment or com 
binations are used early. Correct open 
ing and establishment of proper drain 
age is important. lodine packs, irriga 
tion and formaldahyde are other helpful 
local treatments of the lesions. 

Most cases of “actino” can be treated 
successfully if initiated in time. Old 
cases have a protective barrier walling 
them in a mass of scar tissue. They 
resist effective economical treatment 
Thus to prevent old lesion masses from 
down-grading a market animal, treat 
ment may make a $50.00-$100.00 differ 
ence in sale price. Much waste and con 
demnation are attributed to this disease 
Where it becomes a herd problem, the 
incorporation of iodine salts in the feed 
or mineral may reduce the incidence 
“Actino” may occur in any of the do 
mestic animals but its main economi 
drain occurs in cattle, so think twice 
before you rip that knot with a knife 
or haul that cow with a knot.

Thornton Chisholm was accidentally 
killed in March, 1868, while hauling 
freight from Austin to Fort Concho. The 
accident happened when the caravan he 
was with was somewhere near the pres 
ent town of Burnet, in Burnet County, 
Texas. He was descending a steep hill 
with his load of freight, and the wheel 
team was trying to hold the wagon back 
when a breast chain broke and let the 
wagon plunge forward. When it did so 
it threw Thornton to the ground in front 
of the wheels, and the heavily loaded 
wagon passed over his body. He was 
buried where he was killed, beside the 
old trail. The other men on the tri 
fashioned a crude coffin out of an oaken 
wagon box and dug the grave by four 
large oak trees. It was Thornton's wish 
that his body might, some day, be moved 
to the old Clinton Cemetery. Thorntor 
Chisholm’s remains still rest in the lone 


grave, beside the long forgotten trail

TRENDS: 


FARM PRODUCTS: The volume of marketings will continue high for the rest of the year. 
Total crop output is expected to exceed 1959 by 2.5 per cent. Near record yields are ex- 
pected for corn and soybeans. 





INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: Down to 107 (using 1957 as equal 100). The decline reflects the 
reduction in the output of materials and business equipment. 





COST OF LIVING: Advanced .2 of 1 per cent to 126.8 a new all-time high (1947-1949 equals 
100). Higher prices for most elements of housing along with seasonal increases in the 
cost of clothing were principally responsible for the rise. 





PARITY: Shows an increase of 1 point to 80. 


PERSONAL INCOME: Increased 200 million (on a seasonally adjusted annual rate) to a 
total of 408.4 billion dollars even though there was a slight decline in salary and wage 
disbursements. 





FAVORABLE: 


1. Spending in the 337 reporting cities to the Federal Reserve System was 3.3 per cent 
above the same 3-month period of last year. This is about a normal rate of increase. 


Supply of hay is estimated to be 5 per cent above last year and 8 per cent above av- 
erage. Pasture conditions are estimated at 78 per cent of normal or 2 per cent 
better than last year. 


Feed grains are averaging about 3 per cent below last year but the output will be 
more than enough to maintain disappearance indicating that stocks will increase fur- 
ther during 1960-6l. 


Retail sales for the year continue to run about 2 per cent above last year. 
Hog Slaughter this winter will continue below last year and prices will be higher. 


UNFAVORABLE: 





Marketings for cattle and calves for the year have run 6 per cent above last year 
but lower prices more than offset increased marketings. This trend is likely to con- 
tinue through the winter. 


With an anticipated increase in the cattle population, shipments of cattle to the 
Corn Belt states; and, the number on feed is down, indicating a further decline in 
stocker-feeder grade prices when they come to market. However, the decline should 
be no greater than last year. 


The seasonally adjusted rate of unemployment was 5.7 per cent of the civilian labor 
force compared with 5.6 per cent a year earlier. A rate below 5 per cent would be 
more satisfactory. 


Broiler chick placements have been 15 to 20 per cent above 1959 indicating large 
marketings during November and December, with lower prices. 


COMMENT: It can be fairly assumed that the Administration taking office next January 
will wish to stimulate real as opposed to fictitious growth. Faster economic growth is 
a desirable goal of the national policy. The result will be a higher standard of living 
with greater income. A higher standard of living means increased demand for red meats. 
The outlook for the livestock producer even with its ups and downs, is favorable for 
the long term.

direct. Questions asked most often are 
answered here.) 


QUESTION: My husband, a farmer, 
was seriously injured in a tractor mis- | 
hap last March. We have since had to 
sell the farm. Can he receive credit for 
this year’s income even though the farm 
was sold in July? 

ANSWER: Yes. The fact that your 
husband sold his business in the middle 
of a taxable year doesn’t affect his right 
to credit for this year’s earnings. How- 
ever, his net profit, either actual net 
profit or assumed net income under the 
optional method must amount to $400 or 
more for the year. Otherwise, it would 
not be taxable for social security pur- 
poses. 

QUESTION: I am drawing social se- 
curity retirement benefits, and still op- 
erate a small stock farm. If I earn over 
$1200 this year, what must I do? 

ANSWER: First, you should report to 
the Social Security Administration as 
soon as you are reasonably sure you will 
earn over $1200. Second, you must file 
an annual report of your earnings within 
months and 15 days after the close | 
of your business taxable year. If your | 
taxable year coincides with the calendar 
year, you have from January 1, 1961 to 
April 15, 1961 to file the annual report.

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Livestock Markets Review 


Price Range at Fort Worth, Houston, San Antonio, New Orleans, and 
Oklahoma City During Past Month 


FORT WORTH Cattle trade on the 
Fort Worth live- 
stock market during October has been 
a very uneven affair, with some classes 
rather sharply lower and others sharply 
higher. Receipts of mature cattle dur- 
ing the first three weeks of October 
this year show a 45 per cent increase 
over last year, while calves were 66 per 
cent less. Hogs show a slight decrease 
from a year ago and sheep and lamb 
supplies show a 30 per cent increase. 

Recent sales of Good and Choice 
slaughter steers were $1 lower than a 
month ago. Utility, Standard and Good 
under 800 were steady to 75c 
lower and heifers were steady. Cows 
ranged from steady to $1.50 higher, 
most sales 50c-$1 higher. Bulls were 
weak to $1 lower and slaughter calves 
50c to $2 higher. Stocker and feeder 
steers, yearlings and calves were $1-3 
higher than a month ago. 

Offerings in the cattle yards this 
month ranged from 60 to 80 per cent 
stockers and feeders, averaging about 
75 per cent.
